LINING UP FOR 
TORRENS FIGHT. 


Factions Struggle for Control 
of Next Meeting of the 


LETTER TO THE MEMBERS 


Abstract Monopoly Accused of 


Leading Opposition to Changes 


The Torrens committee of the real estate 
board and the opposition members under 
the leadership of the Chicago Title and 
Trust company are bending their energies 
to control the March meeting ef the board 
next Wednesday. 

It is the plan of the trust company fac- 
tion to secure a reconsideration of ‘ the 
board’s action two weeks ago in approving 
the committee report in favor of amending 
the Torrens law. 

The Torrens committee framed a com- 
munication yesterday to those members of 
the board who signed the protest against 
the committee’s report in an effort to se- 
cure their support for the committee. 

Asks Support for Amendment. 

The communication, which was mailed to 
the members late in the afternoon, is in part 
as follows: 

“The board has again and again commit 
ted itself to the Torrens system, and this 
committee, in supporting the amendment un- 
der consideration by the legislature, is sim- 
ply. carrying out the instructions of the board 
as a whole to conserve the interests and se- 
cure the public use of the law. 

‘“‘Having supported the principle of the 
law, the successful operation of which has 
been thoroughly demonstrated, it is only nat- 
ural for the board to supporta plan by which 
the system will be gradually brought into 
complete use. The board cannot afford to 
withdraw from the support of the system and 
leave land owners at the mercy of a monop- 


oly. 
“It is unfortunate that people will allow 


their private interests to stand in the way of 


a great public reform, but such is the fact in 
this case, for the opposition to the amend- 
ment is largely from directors and stockhold- 
ers of the abstract company. 

‘*In regard to the protest bearing your 
name. it is found that many subscribed to 
the same under misapprehension of the facts. 
Some signed without a personal interest in 
the matter, but at the request of others, one 
side only being presented. Others who con- 
fess to favoring the law and the amendment 
say they signed the protest solely in the in- 
terest of the abstract company. We have let- 
ters to this effect. 

‘‘Do you want to compel the real estate 
board of Chicago to abandon the fight it has 
waged for years, because the private inter- 
ests of a few people may be injured in the 
course of the next third of a century ?”’ 


Legislators Favor Amendment. 

The statement was given out by the com- 
mittee yesterday that there was an over- 
whelming sentiment in the legislature in 
favor of the proposed amendment, but that, 
owing to the deep interest aroused, and in 
order to give the opponents of the measure 
an opportunity to be heard, action would 
be deferred for a short time. 

Mr. Birkhoff said yesterday that if the 
amendment was adopted the entire Torrens 
law would be attacked in the courts. 

The members of the Torrens committee 
and Registrar Theodore Sheldon said they 
hoped such proceedings would be begun and 
expressed every confidence in the soundness 
of the law. It is pointed out that the Su- 
preme court has already pronounced in favor 
of the present law.

PITUITARY BODY DECLARED 


TO CONTROL OXYGEN SUPPLY. 


Dr. C. E. De M. Sajous Says That the 
Hitherto Useless Part of Brain Has 
Greatest Value in Medical Treatment. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 25.—[Special. ]—The 
pituitary body, an appendage to the human 
brain which has been regarded as being 
without any particular use, may be the 
means of starting a revolution in the prac- 
tice of medicine. From occupying a class 
with the vermiform appendix, it may be 
elevated to a class among the most impor- 
tar organs in the body. 

Dr. C. E. De M. Sajous declared to the 
members of the Philadelphia Medical so- 
ciety tonight that he had discovered that 
the pituitary body controlled the oxygen in 


' the system. He said his investigations had 


covered a period of fourteen years, and that 
he was positive that the hitherto ignored 
gland was a governing center of the highest 
importance. 
In addition to controlling the supply of 
oxygen, he said it was equally positive in 
responding to medicines and drugs. When 
its functions were fully established and un- 
derstood it would be no longer necessary to 
administer medicine hypodermically, and 
a new treatment would be secured. Cer. 
tain medicines could be given which have 
not been available in the past and assured 
results obtained. He said he was of the 
opinion that his discovery was the great- 
est since the use of anesthetics became

FOUR DEAD AND MANY INJURED 

Attacked While- in Camp by Jotnt 

~ Posses Endenyoring to Serve War- 
rants—Miners in New River Fields 
Make Desperate Resistance—United 
States Marshal and Sheriff with 
Armed Forces Carry Injunction 
Notices to Men. 


Four miners are dead, one. other mor- 
tally wounded, and several other persons 
seriously hurt as the result of a battle be- 
tween rioters and the «posses of Deputy 
United States Marshal Cunningham and 


Raleigh county, 


One miner, Irwin Lawson, ie fatally shot 
and not expected to live until morning. | 


Injunction Back of Trouble. 

- The trouble grew out of the attempt to ar- 
rest thirty-four miners for violation of the 
blanket injunction issued by federal Judge 
Keller last August. 3 

Deputy Marshal D. W. ham went 
to Atkinsville, a mining town in Raleigh 
county, last Saturday to arrest men charged 
with violating the injunction. He was sur- 
rounded by a large party of miners armed 
with rifles, who ordered him to leave the 
place, an order’ which he quickly obeyed. 
Sheriff Cook at this time attempted to make 
some arrests under process issued by the 
state court and was treated in.a like man- 


ner. 

Cunningham returned to this city and re- 
ported to the marshal and district attorney 
that he could do nothing without a large 
force, and then only at the risk of precipi- 
tating a bloody conflict. He was instructed to 
return with men sufficient to serve the 
process given him, and to do it at all hazards. 


Posse Goes Well Armed. 


‘Tuesday morning Cunningham and a 
strong posse went from here to make the 
arrests. When Atkifhsville was reached the 
federal forces were joined by Sheriff Cook 
and his posse, the coal companies near by 
furnishing some guards, and the deputy 
and sheriff found themselves in command 
of about a hundred well armed men. 

Fhe rioters had recrossed the river on 
Tuesday and were parading up and down 
before the various coal works, from 150 to 
200 men armed with rifles. They intim- 
idated miners at work, drove away the 
g’iards of the mines, and even went so far 
as to disarm one guard and force him to 
maroh at the head of their procession. Em- 
boldened by their success, they attempted 
to burn down a bridge of the C. and O. rail- 
road over Piney gulch and threatened the 
destruction of other property. Last night 
they went into camp near Stanniford City. 


Rioters Surprised in Camp. 

‘This morning about daybreak the officers 
and their combined posse surprised the 
rioters in their camp and called on them 
to surrender. The reply was a shot. This 
Was answered by a shot, and immediately 
a battle was raging. When it ceased three 
of the rioters lay dead and many others 
were found to be wounded, two of them 
fatally, one dying tater. 

Seventy-three arrests were made, ten fall- 
ing to the share of Deputy Cunningham and 
sixty-three to Sheriff Cook. All the pris- 
cners were taken to Beckley, the county seat 
of Raleigh, where the ten United States 
prisoners were given a prelimifiary hearing 
by Commissioner Dunn and held for their ap- 
pearance at courthere. They will be brought 
here on an early morning train. | 

The federal authorities will try to get the 
state to give up the sixty-three, so that they 
may be tried in the federal court, but it is 
doubtful whether it will be done. 


Injunction Is Sweeping. 

The injunction which the miners were 
charged with violating was the bianket writ 
issued by Judge B. F. Keller at the suit of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Coal Agency com- 
pany last August. The defendants in the 
case were all the coal companies operating in 
the New. river field, 150 members of the mine- 
workers of America by name, including Pres- 
idem Mitchell and Secretary Wilson, and 
all other persons whatsoever who aided and 
abetted them. 

The locality of the trouble is filled with the 
most desperate men that have ever come into 
the state. 


TRAINMEN ON THE WABASH | 
ON STRIKE PROPOSAL. 


Ballots Will Be Counted on Monday and 
if Result Is Favorable a Walkout Will 
Be Ordered at Once. | 


Preparations are being made by the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen to call 
a strike on the Wabash road early next week. 
The members of the organization are voting 
on the proposition, and on next Monday the 
ballot will be counted by Grand Master P. H. 
Morrisey in St. Louis. If the vote is favora- 
ble the men will walk out immediately, 

The issue involved isa wage increase. This 
also will affect the men employed by the 
competing roads. The trainmen on the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois, the Alton, and the 
Illinois Central have been unable to get their 
wage demands until one of the other com- 
panies makes the concessions asked. -As a 
fight seems necessary the Wabash, by mutual 
consent of the men, has been singled out for 
the test. 

Demand Increase in Wages. 

The trainmen on the Wabash ask a 15 

rer cent increase for freightmen and 12 


per cent for passenger men over the present 
scale, which is as follows: |

The company in its offers has been willing 
to concede a fiat increase of 5 per cent, but 
this was rejected. The employés of the Mis- 
souril, Kansas and Texas, the Missouri Pa- 
cific, and the Cotton Belt have received the 
12 and 15 per cent asked by the Wabash men, 
and the new schedule has been taken as a 
standard. 

Firemen Ready to Help. 

Should the trainmen strike they will re- 
ceive aid from the locomotive firemen. These 
employés have been having trouble with the 
company, and they, too, voted a strike. When 


news of their action became known to the 


officials of the Wabash a compromise was 
reached, but the firemen are still. dissatis- 
fied and have promised to walk out if asked. 

Chicago was the meeting place of many of 
the leaders of the brotherhood yesterday. 
Two conferences were held, and representa- 
tives were sent to the various centers of the 
road to await strike orders should the vote 
prove favorable. Vice Grand Master W. G. 
Lee left early in the evening for St. Louis, 
after giving instructions which he refused to

Dr. Harnack, Noted Theolo- 
gian, Takes Issue with 
Emperor on Religion. 


SUBJECT IS ABOVE EDICT. 


Believes It Better to Adhere to 
Evident Truths and Not to 
Stick at Old Formulas.’

BERLIN, Feb. 25.—Prof. Acolf Harnack. 
jeader of the liberal school of theclogy in. 
Germany, has published a comment on Em- 


peror William's recent letter to Admiral 


Holiman defending the bible. 

He begins by remarking that it has long 
teen known that Babylon was the source 
‘ef many of the myths and legends in the 
‘Old Testament, and that this proved fatal 
to the current belicf in the inspired nature 
of the book, but the church and school con- 
aspired suppress unbelief by excluding 
tacts from their teaching, while tndolence 
end fear assisted in maintaining it. He 
agas that Prof. Delitzsch deserves grati- 
tude for proclaiming from the housetops the 
¢oetrine hitherto preached in the wi'derness 
wid for having rectified the prevailing opin- 
fon of the Old Testament. This rectifica- 
teon, however, does not abolish the value of. 
the testament. 

Prof. Harnack recognizes that Emperor 
William :did not intend to sett:c the problem.» 
Ly imperial decree. He says: 


Emperor Issued No Decree. 

“His majesty knows well that in such 
@elicate and holy things no orders can be 
given, and he knows that theology cannot 
afford to-pass over such questions in silence, 
but that they must be treated with courage 
and freedom. His, statement was intended 


only as a persona! confession, and as such it 


deserves respect. It is certainly not the 
a intention to stifle criticism of his 

“In the Protestant church questions of the 
highest importance can always be discussed. 
Bach generation must find answers for itself. 
Our entire spiritual life is pressing forward, 
and only derives vitality therefrom. - How, 
therefore, can we be silent about them?’ 


Admits Need of Forms. 


Prof. Harnack agrees with the kaiser that 
religion needs forms, but contends that his 
majesty, by conceding that the traditional 
<orms regarding the Old Testament need re- 
vision, proved that Prof. Delitzgsch had 
gained his main object. 

Concerning the emperor's views on reve- 
lation, Prof. Harnack says: “ Every word 
ef revelation shows immediately the differ- 
ence between faith and science in matters of 
religion. Science, etrictly speaking, cannot 
admit revelation, which, from the standpoint 
of science, is transcendental. On the other 
hand, revelation cannot do without faith, but 
in course. of development a rapprochement 
Wetween faith and science has to a certain ex- 
tent occurred. Protestant belief acknowl- 
edgee today, a from the reverential con- 
sideration of the universe, that the only reve- 
tation is regarding persons. The lower steps 
of the ladder of alleged revelation have been 
destroyed, and there exists. no revelation 
rough beings. 


Revelation Beyond Science. 


* The imperial] letter stands on this ground, 
for it says that the revelations of God have 
been mace through persons and especially 
great. persons. Inasmuch as great persons 
of science have in their individuality and. 
power the element of mystery, there is har- 
mony.established between .faith and knowl- 
edge as far as such is possible, but that I, or 
others, should,feel these personalities to be 
revelations is an act of inner expes'- 
ence which science canont produce or forbid. 
Nevertheless, on this common ground the 
imperial letter distinguishes two kinds of 
revelation, one general and the other of a 
more religious nature, but however wide the ‘ 


_ distinction in the thinking mind, it is impossi- 


ble to acquiesce in the supposition of two 
revelations running as it were on parallel 
lines. 

“ If it be true the character and isabel 
ef Christ are not diminished by being placed 


en the same level with Moses, Isaiah, and the 


psealmist, then he loses nothing by comparison 
with Socrates, Plato, and others. 


Discusses Vital Issue. 


Concerning the divinity of Christ, Prof. 
Harnack says that Christendom must reject 
any view of Christ which obliterates the 
distinction between himself and the other 
masters. He himself, his disciples,:and the 
world’s history have spoken so clearly on 
this matter that no doubt should be possible. 

On the other hand, whether the petrified 
formula, the ‘“ divinity of Christ,” is cor- 
rect may and must be questioned. He never 
employed it, but chose other terms, and it 
is doubtful whether any of the disciples 


ever adopted it. 


Similarly the ancient church did not speak 
unconditionally of the ‘* Godhead of Christ,” 
Sut invariably of the ‘‘ Godhead of human- 
liy,”’ or as ‘‘ God in'man.”’ Developing this 


view by further arguments Prof. Harnack 


Urges that it is more important to reflect 
upon and obey such exhortations as “If 
ye love me, keep my commandments,” and 

“Love one another,’’ than to mold into 
formule what is merely venerable and ae 
wise unintelligible. 


Entire Subject Is Clearing... 

Prof. Harnack concludes by saying: ‘‘ Upon 
us lies the burden of a long history full of 
misunderstandings and formule like un- 

ending swords, of tears and blood, but a 

Story which has also been handed down to 
US as a sacred legacy. The two seem in- 
Separable. Nevertheless, they actually are 
Separating, as they develop rectitude, cour- 
Relf-candor, freedom, and love. 

“These are levers which are destined to 
Témeve the burden. To aid this lofty task 
lg the aim of the imperial letter.” 


HAS A NEW WIRELESS SYSTEM. 


Bir Oliver Lodge end Dr. Alexander 
Muirhead Produce Apparatus of 
Extreme Simplicity.

LONDON, Feb. 26.—A system of wireless 
telegraphy, which has been for some time 
experimentally operated for a short distance 
end at sea, is about to be brought forward, 
apparentiy in competition with the Marconi 
system. It is the outcome of the joint labors 
of Sir Oliver Lodge, principal of the Univer- 
sity of Birmingham, and Dr. Alexander Muir- 
head, a weil known telegraphic expert.

“It is not painful,’’ he continued, still 
touching the spots with his uncovered hand. 
’'This man would not know I was touching 
him if he did not see it.’’ The leper on ex- 
hibition did not move as the physician's hands 
Tay on him. 

* The disease is curable.”’ the speaker con- 

tinued, *‘ and I am making this man the sub- 
ject of tests to prove it.”

SAY CITY MUST 
BUY UNION COAL. 


Teamsters Serve Notice on 
Mayor Harrison as to 
Accepting Bids. 


WORKING WITH MINERS. 


Opening of Campaign to Organ- 
 jze West Virginia and 
Maryland Fields. 


e 


Mayor Harrison was served with notice 
by the local teamsters yesterday that if the 
city contracts for nonunion coal from West 
Virginia and Maryland the drivers will stop 
the delivery. Similar moves are to be made 
in every large city of the country. The 
action marks the opening of a campaign on 
the part of the united mineworkers and 
their allies to unionize the West Virginia coal 
fields.- 

Chicago was selected for the first attack 
because bids for next year’s fuel were opened 
on Tuesday. Here the miners and the team- 
sters have a verbal agreement for offensive 
and defensive warfare. Here, too, are the 
headquarters of several of the West Virginia 
operators, and both unions are eager to have 
them forced out of public contracting. 


Pianned by President Mitchell. 

The demand was planned on Friday in the 
offices of President John Mitchell of the 
miners at Indianapolis, Ind., where he held 
a long conference with President Albert 
Young of the Teamsters’ National union, It 
was then agreed that the teamsters should 
refuse to: handle nonunion West Virginia 
coal wherever they have a loca) and that 
the chief fight should be made in Chicago. 

The miners say they are ready to call a 
strike in every coal field of the district. . The 
members of the union are being assessed 10 
cents a month to form a fund of $300,000 
that will warrant such anaction. Organiz- 
ers are being sent into the Kanawha, Fair- 
mount, and Norfolk and Western districts 
to prepare for the coming struggle. This, 


accoming to present plans, is to begin as_ 


soon as the Pennsylvania coal commission 
hands down its report. 

The action of the teamsters came as a 
complete surprise to the coal firms which 
had bid for the city contracts. 
bidder was the Weaver Coal and Coke com- 
pany, which set a price of $3.48 aton. The 
company has mines in the union districts of 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Ohio, and West Vir- 
ginia, and its officers were at a loss to under- 
stand the course of the drivers. ‘The same 
surprise was expressed by the Dearborn Coal 
company, the Baker Bros., William Kuecken 
& Co., and the Youghiogheny and Lehigh 
Valley company, allof whom were among the 
bidders. 


Statement by Henry E. Weaver, 


When news of the demand was received by 
Henry E. Weaver late yesterday he issued 
the folowing statement: 

** Referring to our bids on coal for the city 
of Chicago, wé have more than a dozen mines 
in Indiana, Illinois, lowa, and Ohio, in all 
of which union men are employed, in other 
words, are members of the union, 

“We have mines in West Virginia which 


are worked by men, some of whom are union 


mén, but there is no regular union organ- 
ization in the state. 

**We employ no convict labor anywhere. 

*‘Our men in West Virginia are working 
a ten to thirteen foot vein and are earning 
higher wages than the new union scale. 

‘“*When a great many of the men in the 
West Virginia district went out on a strike 
last year we had a meeting with our men 
and paid them on a higher scalé than that 
demanded in the district, and during all the 
strike trouble there was no disaffection 
among our men—no strike, no trouble. 

** We were the first people to sign with the 
Teamsters’ union in Chicago, and the rec- 
ords show this. 

‘It is plainly to be seen that certain-coal 
men in Chicago started this agitation. Who 
they are and how they handle their contracts 
is well known by the business men and the 
general public of Chicago. 

“The public records at the city hall will 
show the economy of our fuel which the 
city has used for the last two years.”’ 


Conference with the Mayor. 

The utmost secrecy surrounded the pre- 
liminary steps to yesterday’s move. Early 
in the day John C. Driscoll called a commit- 
tee consisting of the president and business 
agents of the twenty local teamsters’ unions 
to meet with President Samuel Gompers of 


the American Federation of Labor, and 


President W. G. Schardt of the Chicago 
federation, All then went to see Mayor Har- 
rison. ‘ 

President Young opened the conference by 
asking if the bids had been opened. When 
informed that they had, he told Mayor Har- 
rison that the teamsters would refuse to 
haul the supplies if they came from the non- 
union mines.of West Virginia and Maryland. 

He then read the following telegram from 
President Mitchell of the United Minework- 


ers: 

** All coal mined in Maryland and West Vir- 
ginia, except Kanawha coal, is mined by 
You will 
confer a favor on the United Mineworkers’ 
union of America and union labor in general 
by protesting against purchase of these coals 
on public contracts.”’ 

Young was followed by President Gompers, 
who spoke against the use of the coal as 
being a premium on “ the inhuman treatment 
of labor.’’ 

Will Submit Bids to Teamsters. 

Mayor Harrison promised to send Young a 
certified list of bidders on the contracts. This 
list will be sent to President Mitchell, who 
will inform Young just which firms are in- 
These 
Young will ask Mayor Harrison to have 
dropped from consideration. 

“TT have promised the committee to take 
the matter up,”’ said Mayor Harrison. ‘‘ The 
city has contracted for such coal in‘the past, 
but the records show we have used but little. 
as the contractors were not able to deliver it. 
Commissioner Blocki reports that the bids 
this year are 40 cents higher on the aver- 
age than last year. The city uses between 
100,000 and 120,000 tons a year, and Iast year 
the failure of the contractors to deliver the 
specified article saved the city $7,000.””

A so-called charity scheme in aid of 
“ broken down women” and “little babies 
who are clamoring for bread” is being in- 
vestigated by the police. | 

The inquiry is directed at the Walter W. 
Fulton company, which is said to conduct 
jts business from a small room in the New 
Era byilding, Blue Island avenue and West 


street. 
. In a circular sent out by the company the 
chief of police is mentioned as the custodian 
of the charity fund to be ratsed, and a state- 
ment is made that ‘‘my books will be open 
to the chief of police.’’ This assurance was 
. rot borne out yesterday, as when Chief 
O'Neill sent Detective Hefter to investigate 
neither Mr. Fulton nor his books were lo- 
cated. 
The scheme, in brief, is to dispose of cer- 
tain articles, the nature of which is not 
clear, on representation that one-fourth of 
the profits are to be devoted to the poor, 


Circular Explains the Plan. 

The operations of the company were called 
to the attention of the police by J. T. Che- 
nault, president of the First National bank 
of Benton, IIL, who inclosed a circular he 
received from the Fulton concern. The cir- 
cular read: 

‘‘ Dear Sir: An appeal to the people in one 
‘of the leading newspapers of the country to 
aid in relieving intense suffering among the 


poor caused me to personally investigate | 


some of the cases mentioned. 

‘Tt was stated in a newspaper that the 
police are amazed at a number of families 
without food or fuel, and I found upon in- 
vestigating that in a great number of cases 


’ widows with families of small children are 


actually starving. 
“If the facts could be placed upon paper 


so that the people that are fairly prosperous 
could appreciate the feelings of a broken 
down woman with several little babies clam- 
oring for bread it would not be necessary for 
any one to think of ways for aiding them.

LOSS TO HARVARD STUDENTS. 


University Co-operative Store Short 
$2,500 in Stock of the Various 


Departments. 


Mass., Feb. 25.—[Special. J—At 
the last stock reckoning of the Harvard Co- 
operative society, the great dividend store 
run by Harvard students, a shortage of 
nearly $2,500 of-stock in the various depart- 
ments was discovered.

. PHILIPPINE CURRENCY BILL. 

The house of representatives has aban- 
doned its Philippine currency bil! and ac- 
Septed that of the senate. That bill, which 
probabiy will become a law, makes the gold 
idollar the standard unit of value in the 
islands, but authorizes the insular govern- 
"ment to coin for local use a peso weighing 
$16 grains, two of which are to’ be received 
for all dues to the goverument as the equiv- 
alent of one gold dollar.

ORD CROMER’S enthusiastic com- 

mendation of the American mission~ 
aries on the Sobat river, on the occa- 
sion of his visit to Khartum the other 
day, is so difficult to reconcile with 
his maintenance of the stringent veto of 
missionary work in the Soudan that it may 
be just as well to explain that this prohibi- 
tion enforced by the Anglo-Egyptian author- 
ities only relates to the Mosiem population 
of central and northern Soudan, and that, far 
from forbidding, Lord Cromer is, on the 
contrary, disposed to encourage American 
missionary enterprise among the pagan 
tribes of the ‘southern «provinces. Lord 
Cromer while at Khartum did not hesitate 
to declare that in his opinion, as well as in 
that of the British government, the time is 
still far distant before Christian missionary 
work can be allowed among the Moham- 
medan tion of the Soudan. 


Once again the Chapelle Expiatoire, sit- 
uated in the Rue d Anjou, at Paris, and con- 
secrated to the memory of King Louis XVL 
and of Queen Marie Antoinette, is in danger 
owing to the fact that quite a large nuimber 
of the members of the chamber of deputies 
have joined hands with the ultra-radical 
and socialistic municipal council of the 
metropelis with the object of removing this 
monarchical eyesore. 

They would be likely to succeed were it 
not for the fact that the destruction of the 
chapel would cost the government nearly 
$5,000,000. The land on which the chapel 
stands, and which, situated in the center 
of Paris, is now valued at the lowest esti- 
mate at that amount, was presented to the 
state after the Bourbon restoration follow- 
ing the battle of Waterloo by a M. Des- 
clozeau on condition that the Chapelle Ex- 
piatoire were erected upon it,,it being ex- 
pressly stipulated by M. Desclozeau and 
agreed by the govermment that if ever 
the land were to be applied to any other 
purpose it was to revert to his heirs. So 
if the chapel] is destroyed either the land or 
its value will have to be restored to the 
descendants of the donor. ' 

The land was given and the chapel erected 
for the purpose of serving as a species of 
mausoletim for the ill-fated king and queen 
whose supposed bones were entombed with 
much pomp and ceremony beneath the altar. 
But it has always been a question whether 
the remains were really those of Louis XVI. 
and of his consort. Indeed, there is con- 


siderable reason to believe that they are | 


those of Robegpierre. Dictator Barras re- 
lates in his memoirs that after the decapita- 
tion of Robespierre he personally superin- 
tended the latter’s inhumation. Being of a 
cynical disposition, he thought it wotld be 
amusing to bury the body of the leader of 
the terrorists on the top of that guillotined 
king. Accordingly, he causéd the latter's 
grave to be opened, a quantity of quicklime 
to be thrown on the royal remains, and 
then placed the corpse of Robespierre in the 
same grave. | 


After 1815 and the Bourbon restoration 
the remains believed to be those of Louis 
XVI. were exhumed. It was noticed that 
while the buckles of the shoes were of sil- 
ver those of the knees were of gold. Now, it 
is well known that Robespierre always made 
a point of wearing knee buckles of a differ- 
ent metal from those of his shoes, and, more- 
over, the quicklime must have caused a 
complete disappearance of the king's re- 
mains. The bones, therefore, which are en- 
tombed beneath the altar in the Chapelle Ex- 
piatoire, where worthy legitimists are wont 
to pray for the repose of the guillotined mon- 
arch's soul on the anniversary of his exe- 
cution, are presumbaly those of his execu- 
tioner, Robespierre. | 
Means were taken during the reign of Na- 
poleon III. to confirm the statements of 
Barras, and quite a large number of cor- 
roborative proofs were secured. But at the 
urgent request of Empress Eugénie, who 
always has been particularly devoted’ to 
the memory of Queen Marie Antoinette, the 
matter was hushed up. ae 
This Chapelle Expiatoire, indeed, seems to 
have had no luck, for when the French,gov- 
ernment of the restoration erected the chapel] 
in 1816 the vatican declined to allow it to be 
consecrated unless the name of the dauphin, 
hat is, the son of King Louis and Queen 
Marie Antoinette, was removed the 
slabs of marble bearing inscriptions to the 
effect that the chapel was erected to the 
memory of the king and queen and of the 
dauphin. Pope Pius VII. as well as his 
ministers at Rome, possessed positive proof 
that the young dauphin, instead of having 
‘succumbed in thé temple prison to the bru- 
tality of his jailer, Simon, in 1794, ae officially 
alleged, had on the contrary been smuggled 
out of prison, had escaped to this country, 
and was well and alivein1816. Pius VII. de- 
clared in the most emphatic way that he 
would never permit the prayers for the dead 
to be offered in behalf of a living person, and 
that he would not for one moment tolerate 
any such sacrilegious comedy. ? 
The king, to whom this papal remonstrance 
was addressed, was the brother of the guillo- 
tined Louis XVI. and the unele of the 
dauphin whose rights, aécording to docu- 
mentary proofs in the vatican archives andin 
those of the Russian imperial family at St. 
Petersburg, he shamelessly usurped. Louis 
XVII., although he reigned for several years, 
never ventured to have himself crowned at 
Rheims and lived and died an uncrowned 
monarch. 


Lord Ludlow, whose engagement te the 
widowed Lady Howard de Walden is an- 
nounced, is not, as has been asserted by the 
English newspapers, a scion of one of the 
oldest and most blue blooded families of the 
west of England but of relatively modern 
Semitic origin. His family name is Lopes, 
and the founder of his family was old Manas- 
seh Lopes, the West Indian Jewish money 
lender, who made his fortune and acquired his 
baronetcy by lending money to King George 
1V. when the latter was still regent. The 
baronetcy was given by way of part payment 
as soon as George came tothethrone. Old 
Lopes thereupon assumed the Christian re- 
ligion, transforming the name of ‘‘ Manas- 
seh’’ into Massey.’’ 

At his death he was succeeded by his neph- 
ew. Ralph Franco, who assumed the nameof 
Lopes, and of whom many stories are toldin 
the west of England. He was overcautious 
in money matters. and is said to have been 
the hero of the squib illustrated by John 
Leech in the pages of Punch years ago.

Itis his son and 
heir, the present Lord Ludlow, like his father, 
a lawyer, who is marrying Lady Howard de 
Walden. 

The latter's first husband was one: of- the 
blackest of black sheep of the English peer- 
age, was subjected to several public horse- 
whippings for his ill treatment of her, until] 
she was finally compelled by his brutality 
and blackguardism to seek a separation. His 
death was a relief to all his relatives and a 
happy release to his wife, still a beautiful 
woman. 


The death at Buda-Pesth of old Countess 
George Karolyi at the age of nearly 90 re- 
calls some of the most dramatic features of 
the great Hungarian revolution of 1848. In 
this struggle she and her sister, Countess 
Louis Batthyany, played anactiverdle. The 
two women raised and equipped at their own 
expense an entire regiment of hussars for the 
insurgent army, and afterwards, when Count 
Louis Betthyany was captured and sentenced 
to be hung for having as premier of the insur- 
gent government been one of the leaders of 
the revolution, it was Countess George 
Karolyi, who, by means of bribery and dis- 
guise, managed to reach her brother-in-law's 
cell and to give him a small knife so that by 
cutting his throat he might escape the in- 
famy and disgrace of the gallows. He did 
not succeed in bringing his act of self-destruc- 
tion to a successful issye, however, being dis- 
covered and seized when in the act of wound- 
ing himself. The wound, however, was of 
such a character as to preclude any possi- 
bility of hanging him, and, accordingly, he 
was shot. The countess, I may add, after 
years of exile returned to Pesth and became 
one of the most honored an@ powerful lead- 
ers of society.

YRLB BRELLEW, who is illustrating 
the way in which a gentleman of 
France runs a dozen villains through 
with his trusty rapier before break- 
fast, has been more different things 
in the course of his career than the most ver- 
satile of his contemporaries. 

It is a question whether he is better known 
as an actor or a gold mine owner and mining 
engineer.

There he made the rounds looking 
for work. . Finally the landlord of a little 
tavern expressed a mild desire to have a 
sign painted on the front of his inn, and Bel- 
lew, by declaring that he was an artist by 
trade, got the job. He painted a huge white 
lion all across the front of the hotel, and 
it made such a hit with landlord and guests 
alike that ever since then “ The White Lion ”’ 
has been a favorite title for Australian inns. 
For some weeks Bellew did a rushing busi- 
ness in the painting of white lions. and 
when he had finally plastered the fronts of 
a majority of the houses of entertainment 
in the vicinity with the insignia he turned 
to something else.

These letters have described the terrible 
conditions prevailing in the famine swept 
country, the results of personal observa- 
tic . during an 800 mile trip through the 
su.cering districts by means of sleighs, skis, 
ard the reindeer sleds of the Laplanders. 
(ov. Bergstrom’s information and efforts 
mphasize the urgent need of the contin- 
dance of every assistance the outside world 
can give 4. a: 

_ Has Detailed Statements. 


Reports are coming in, as directed by the 
governor, from the local committees aiding 
the relief work in each parish. These slips 
state the quantity of supplies needied to keep 
the starving people alive until the first day of 
next June, when favorable weather and gifts 
of many tons of seed grain may allow a small 
crop to relieve the sufferers from the ex- 
treme of want next fall. These statements 
set out the smallest quantities of food on 
which the tens of thousands in want can be 
kept, allowing the scantiest possible distri- 
bution commensurate with sustaining life. 

Full reports have not yet been received, but 
from every section of Norrbottens lin, only 
one link in the famine swept governmental 
districts, but the worst in this chain of suf- 
fering, comes the call for extremeaid. From

Need 2,400,000 Pounds of Flour. 


The reports thus far received and com- 
Pliled show that seventeen small towns ask 
2,400,000 pounds of flour to keep their peo- 
ple until the first day of the coming June. 
This ie exclusive of all supplies already re- 
ceived and is based on the supposition that 
seed grain will be supplied to the people that 
they may seek a new harvest. Throughout 
the northland about 61 per cent of the cows 
and horses have been killed owing to lack of 
fodder. Goats have been slain everywhere, 
and formerly the milk of these animals, to- 
gether with that from the cows, served as 
the chief source of life. To save a portion of 
the remnants of the stock in Norrbottens 
lan, however, eighteen small judicial dis- 
iets assert that not a wisp less than 18,- 
9,000 pounds of hay will be needed. This

Surviving the knife is to be saved until the 
close of May.

Aid Each Other. 


A few instances serve to show the volume 
of need in the separate parishes. In each 
case the figures are based on bedrock esti- 
mates, for there is a unity of effort in this 
bleak, north country to fight the famine to 
the best advantage, and each parish is aid- 
ing the other, cutting its estimates to the 
lowest figure, because of knowledge of the 
all too great quantity of food which must 
be supplied the thousands and thousands of 
hungry families. 

Korpilombolo parish presents the extreme 
of poverty.in many sections. There are 2,006 
people in this district, according to the cen- 
Sus of 1901, and all but 100 or less are de- 
pendent on outside aid. Here no estimate 
of the quantity of flour needed was for- 
warded. ‘‘ Give us all you can spare; we 
need it,’’ was the way this estimate was en- 
tered. But plea is made for 506,000 pounds of 
hay, 110,000 pounds of straw, 76,000 pounds 
of oats, and 44,000 pounds of fodder meal. 
Ofver Kalix parish has a population of 5,583 
people. Here 500,000 pounds of fiour is 
asked for. The promise comes with this 
that only an amount sufficient for bread for 
4 single meal a day will be issued if need be.

Facts of Financial Life Explained by a 
Professor. 

With a view to the - 
sion of the general reader Frederick A. 
Cleveland, Ph. D., of the Wharton School 
Economy, University of 
Pennsylvania, has prepared a work on 

Funds and Their Uses,” in which are de- 
‘scribed the methods, instruments, and insti- 


| tutions employed in modern financial trans- 


actions. In the! preparation of the work 
the author has | eded to some extent 
along text book . He has divested the 
subject of much! of the technicality that 
usually surrounds it, and his explanation 
of the intricate workings of the system of 
private finance fs so clear and intelligent 
that the book cannot fail to be exceedingly 
helpful to students interested in this branch 
of science. , | 

The aim of the author has been to give a 
wide survey of the fleld of finance, and the 
materials of his book have been grouped 
around three central ideas—namely: (1) 
what are funds; (2) how funds are obtained; 
(3) the institutions and agencies employed 
in funding operations. Under the first head 
there is a discussion of the various forms 
of money and credit, and under the second 
modern funding methods are described. In 
the third part of the book a chapter is given 
to each of the leading financial organiza- 
tions, such as the savings bank, the com- 
mercial bank, trust company, building and 
loan associations, stock ani grain ex- 
changes, ‘oe > companies, etc. 

Although Dr. Cleveland gives evidence of 

& complete mastery of the theory of finance 
in a broad sense, in matters of detail he 
sometimes is not quite so well informed. 
Thus the statement that each member of 
the New York stock exchange pays $40,00C 
for his seat is sp obvious an error that it is 
surprising that it should have been allowed 
t- creep into this work. It is a matter of 
common knowledge that within the last ten 
years the price of memberships on the New 
York exchange fanged from less than 
$18,000 to more than $80,000. The author's 
description of “bucket shop” operations 
also is faulty in that it more nearly fits what 
is known as a “clock game ” than the insti- 
tution intended to be described. 

The book contains a large number of illus- 
trations. These! include reproductions of all 
kinds of negotiable instruments, stocks, 
bonds, and various kinds of specie and paper 
money.

Is No Longer Candidate 
in the D, A. B. 


MANY AMENDMENTS UP. 


Congress Has Difficulty in Trans- 
acting the Business That 
Comes Before It. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—[ 
Even with the aid of a good sized iron ham- 
mer, Wrapped with the sash of one of the 
pages, Mrs. Fairbanks had a hard time in 
quieting the women of the D. A. R. congress 
sufficiently to proceed with business at the 
opening session. The disturbance was occa- 
sioned by the announcement of Mrs. Donald 
McLean that she was no longer a candidate 
for president general and had retired from 
ban field, leaving it open to Mrs. Fairbanks 

one. 

Mrs. ‘McLean’s friends were loyal and 
would have remained with her, but from the 
first day of the congress it was quite ap- 
parent that Mrs. Fairbanks had the sole con- 
sideration of the majority. With the excite- 
ment attendant upon Mrs. McLean dropping 
out of the race a new batch of amendments 
to the constitution of the D. A. R. was 
brought up. The constitution of the United: 
States has had only fifteen amendments in 
116 years, while the D. A. R. constitution has 
had about 115 in ten years. The question 
which agitated the congress this morning 
was whether the disputes of members should 
be settled in the home chapters or brought 
to the national congress, where the majority 
have no interest in local squabbles. 

Urges Arbitration. | 

Mrs. Coleman of Chicago was in favor of 
arbitration by a national board. While 
these amendments were under consideration 
the Pennsylvania delegation grew enthusias- 
tic over some amendments which related to 
the Baird-~Huey incident of Monday when 
Miss Baird-Huey appealed to the congress 
for an investigation of the charges against 
her by a committee of seven, selected from 
the congress at large. Miss Baeird-Huey 
thought the home rule law would be passed. 
Finally, amid the entreaties of both Mrs. 
Fairbanks and Mrs. Sherman, the parlia- 
mentarian of the congress, it was decided 
to appoint a committee, consisting of Mrs. 
Nannie McCormick Coleman, author of the 
amendment and regent of Chicago chapter, 
with four other women to recommend an 


amendment to take the place of the one 


presented for action today. Thecommittee 
had its first meeting tonight, but without 
being able to transact much business. 


Raise $40,000 for Hall.

Instead of invading the field of insuring 


life or property or against fire, cyclones, or 
storms they will insure horses to win or not 
to win certain races in which they are en- 
tered. Regular policies are to be issued, 
which in effect will be pool tickets, but on 
the face technical writs of insurance instead 
of slips covering wagers. The wide scope 
of Lioyds in London, which will practically 
take a wager on anything under the sun 
where chance is a possible factor, is said to 
have given the gamblers their idea. 

It is the plan to have the corporation reg- 
ularly organized and chartered in a state like 
Delaware or New Jersey, where a wide open 
charter can be secured. Once organized, 
agenties will be opened in all states where it 
is possible for the insurance company to get 
the requisite permission.

‘McGovern Makes Short Work 
of Opponent in Bout at 
Philadelphia. 


LEFT JOLT DOES TRICK. 


Short Arm Punch to the Stomach

All the Way. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 25.—[ Special. }—A 
stiff left arm punch to the pit of the stomach 
gave Terry McGovern a victory over Billy 
Maynard in the fourth round of their bout 
here tonight.

He took all that was 
coming to him to get'in at close range, and 
then he let loose in a way that clearly showed 
it was to be hie fight unless Maynard could 
land a chance biow. 

The men went at it right from the start. 
Before the first round was over it seemed 
to be only a question of how long Maynard 
would be able to stand the gaff. Maynard 
went to the floor in the first round, his nose 
bleeding early in the round. Im the second 
round Terry rushed Maynard to the ropes 
viciously. Before Referee Crowhurst could 
count off six the bell rang. 

In the third round it was the same story. 
McGovern always had the better of it, and 
Maynard was in a bad way most of the time. 
Then came the fourth round and Maynard's 
finish. 


HANLON READY FOR CORBETT. 


‘“Featherweights” Battle at San Fran- 
cisco Tonight at 130 Pounds—Cham- 
pion Is Favorite at 10 to 6.

Tonight, under the auspices of the Yosemite 
Athletic club of San Francisco, Champion 
‘* Young " Corbett of Denver and Eddie Han- 
lon of California will engage in a twenty 
round battle for the featherweight champion- 
ship of the world.

Hanlon 
in his recent fight with Attel scaled 122 
pounds at 3 o'clock, which, his adherents say, 
was too light to cope successfully with a boy 
of Abe’s speed. Tonight, they say, he will be 
at his proper weight and will show the cham- 
pion the stuff that isin him. Eddy Graeney, 
who will referee the battle, instructed the 
boys under what conditions they are to fight, 
which will be: “‘ Fight when you can and 
protect yourselves at all times, with hitting

INQUIRY ON SPOCK 


MEMBERS OF EXCHANGE WANT 
' PERPETRATOR PUNISHED. 
Which Innocent Persons 
Were Led to Lose Money Consid- 
ered a Grave Offense—Commission 
Rate on Small Lots Will Probably 
‘Be Reduced — Railway Earnings— 
Carbon Continues to Earn Little 

Over Preferred Dividend. ‘ 


There is talk by authorities of the Chicago 
stock exchange of an investigation into the 
hoax by which the Chicago néws bureau was 
led to announce the declaration of a divi- 
dend on Boxboard preferred stock, ap ce no 
dividend was declared. 

Such a trick, by which innocent ieee 
were led to purchase stock around 45 and 46 
which is now worth but 41, is deemed suchan 
offense against business principles that the 
exchange wishes to be certain the blame does 
not attach to one of its members. While no 
names are mentioned, there seems to be 
strong belief that a member of the exchan 
was guilty of the act, and that expulsion 
should follow proof of it, if such proof can 
be made 

The members feel that the exchange cannot 
afford to rest under the suspicion of having 
a member who would commit that species of 
fraud and yet mot seek to ferret him out. 
There ts a strong undercurrent of feeling 
that something should be done. 

President R. H. Donnelley, when asked 
concerning the matter yesterday, paid: 


“IT was in New York when this thing hap- 


pened, and since my return have been unable 
to learn just how the-hoax was committed. 
But certainly the stock exchange cannot 
afford to keep among its members any one 
guilty of such an act. I shall take pleasure 
in investigating any informationthat may be 
presented.”’ 

Another member of the governing commit- 
tee of the exchange said: 

'“ It is an outrage that such a thing should 
be committed. I feel strongly on the matter, 
and believe we shoul ascertain whether or 
not one of our members was responsible for 
it. I believe we owe it to the good name of 
the exchange to let those who trade on it feel 
that we shall at least try to protect them 
from such a fraudasthat. I have heard no 
names mentioned, but the case looks sus- 
picious.”’ 

A member of one of the wealthiest and 
most conservative firms was of the opinion 
that a stock exchange mem perpetrated 
the hoax, and said he would be glad to have 
such a person barred from the brokerage 
business. 


Probably Change Commission Rule. 

It seems probable that the petition of 114 
members of the stock exchange, asking that 
the commission on small lots be reduced to 
% and trading in the account in New York 
stocks be permitted, will carry with some 
modifications. The petition was before the 
governing committee at its meeting yester- 
day and in accordance with the bylaws was 
referred to the law committee. The matter, 
it is expected, will be returned to the gov- 
erning committee at its meeting next 
Wednesday. The sentiment of the latter 
committee seems to be to make the commis- 
sion %, with a minimum charge, and permit 
New York stocks to be traded in in small 
lots in the account. 

It was pointed out by a member of the 
governing committee that the account sys- 
tem of trading had been declared legal in 
the case which the exchange carried to the 
United States Supreme court. 


Lake Street Certificates Listed. 
The committee voted to list certificates rep- 
resenting Lake Street securities deposited 
with the reorganization committee. 


Alton January Profits. 

Chicago and Alton earnings for January 
show an increase in surplus of $14,814. The 
figures for seven months are at the rate of 
1.82 per cent on the common stock.

CITY TREASURER 


Council Finance Committee 
Finds a Way to Increase. 
the Public Revenue. 


HEAVY CUT IS PLANNED. 


Guardian of the Municipal Funds 
May Be Reduced to $22,500 
a Year. 


Whoever is elected, the next city treasurer 
will have to be contented with less money 
than his predecessors have had, The coun- 
cil's finance committee, in making up the 
appropriation bill for the year, already has 
voted to reduce the treasurer's share of the 
interest money from 60 to 530 per cent, and 
the promise is it will be cut down to 25 per 
cent before the bill is completed. 

While the exact amount of the emoluments 
of the city treasurer in the past always has 
been kept more or less a secret, it is known 
that Adam Ortseifen cleared about $140,000 
in the two years he held the office, and that 
Treasurer Gunther has made about as much. 

The contract between the treasurer and the 
city of late years has allowed the treasurer 
to keep 60 per cent of the interest on the 
city moneys in his hands and out of it pay 
his office expenses, including salaries of his 
help, while the city gets 40 per cent clear. 
During the last four years this 60 per cent 
has given the treasurer some $70,000 a year 
net, while the amount going to the city has 
been about $50,000. 


Finds a Chance to Save. 


In looking around for means of increasing 
the city’s revenue the finance committee this 
year took advantage of the fact that Treas- 
urer Gunther's term expires next April, and 
the contract with him consequently is ended 
then. 

Under the 60 per cent plan it is estimated 
the treasurer would still get $55,000 a year, 
exclusive of expenses, while the city would 
get $65,000 a year. 

The feeling in the committee and among 
many of the alderman, however, is that the 
reduction should be brought down to 25 per 
cent for the treasurer. This would give that 
Official approximately $22,500 a year, exclu- 
sive of expenses, and the city something over 
$95,000. The gain to the city would be be- 
tween $45,000 and $50,000. 

As the candidates for city treasurer at the 
next election are not even nominated yet 
there is no one with a personal interest in the 


matter to oppose the change, and the finance 


committee argues if the prospective candi- 
dates do not Jike the reduction they are not 
forced to run. 7 

Budget as It Stands. 

The budget will be taken up this morning 
for final arrangement by the committee, and 
then sent to the printer. As the budget 
stands it carries the following sums:

The council committee on railroads yester- 
day recommended for passage the ordinance 
allowing the Riverside and La Grange elec- 
tric road to connect with the Chicago Gen- 
eral at Twenty-second street and Fortieth 
avenue. At present the La Grange road 
stops at Twenty-second street and Forty- 
sixth avenue, and the ordinance allows it to 
build in Twenty-second street for the six 
intervening blocks. In return the road gives 
a 5 cent fare from. Fortieth avenue to La 
Grange. 


COUNTY BUDGET HANGS FIRE. 


Finance Committee Meets and Adjourns 
Three Times Without Taking 
Final Action. 


With only three days left in which to pre- 
pare and adopt the annual appropriation, 
the county board's finance committee met 
and adjourned three times yesterday with- 
out taking final action. It was rumored that 
President Foreman had prepared the budget 
with the assistance of some of the commis- 
sioners and that it was being typewritten. 
According to report the principal features 
of the budget will be a large increase in the 
“Salary fund, $200,000 for a new abstract de- 

partment, a tax levy based on 75 cents on 
$10 valuation, and a recommendation that 
the board advocate the issuance of $1,250,000 
of bonds for pay ment of floating indebted- 
ness.
